problems Ahead 
For U.S. Colleges 


American colleges this year are being called 


upon to accommodate 121.400 more students 
than in the 1956-57 academic year. In a country 
where the size of the average college's student 
body probably falls between 1.000 and 2.000. this 
indicates that the present year has added the 
equivalent of IOO colleges— more or less— to the 
former total. 


The second semester is expected to bring 


new enrollments that would fill two or three 
additional colleges. 
The U, S. Office of Education at Washington 


places the present number of all college students 
in the country at slightly under 3.1 million. This 
is 45 per cent higher than were reported by the 
colleges in the fall of 1951, the lowest year in 
enrollments since World War ll. The increase 
has come despite a gain of only 2 per cent in 
the number of young Americans of college age 
in the intervening years. The explanation may 
lie in the greater resources of the average family 
as well as the growing realization of the advan­ 
tages of a college education 
The heavy demand placed upon the colleges 


and the rate at which births have been zooming 
since the mid-40s make it obvious that educators 
have not been far off in warning of the prob­ 
lems of the future. Moreover, it is likely that the 
years ahead will bring demand for even longer 
schooling in ever more complicated fields of 
knowledge. 


The educators’ problems, then, are only 


beginning. But if progress is to continue, it is 
obvious that colleges must charge more for the 
services they render.

American 
His work was not always faken at his own 
valuation as to its importance, but this can be said of 
it. that he was the first one to make a full time job 
of reporting on the Communist movement. 
Hr and 
Frederick Woltman specialized in this field and both 
established means to watch party activities almost like 
a police force. 
In fact, these reporters knew more 
about what wa* going on inside the movement than 
all government agencies except the FBI. 
Rushmere, 
however, never emerged beyond reporting; the whys 
and wherefores he could not grasp. 
Anti-Communism can become an obsession like any 
other specialty. Furthermore, news of the American 
Communist movement became decreasingly important 
as our problems with Soviet Russia increased. Com­ 
pared with the big boys working out of Moscow, the 
American Communists were and arc actually small 
punks, an extension of Soviet espionage and infiltration 
bul rarely with the truly great jobs against this coun­ 
try. the most important of which are developed by 
Russia's detour method in other countries, as, for in­ 
stance. the effort to destroy a phase of the American 
economy by liquidating our investments in the Middle 
East 


Whereas Howard Rushmore was an expert on 
American Communism, he possessed no expert 
knowledge of Communist theory or its historic 
development. 
Therefore, he did not grow in his 
work. He was employed for a short time by the 
Mot arthy ( ommiltee where again he misunder­ 
stood the nature and function of the committee. 
He could not work with others. 
f 
And so he quarrelled with many of his old anti- 
Communist friends, of whom he felt that they had 
failed to appreciate his competence and knowledge. 
Embittered he landed on "Confidential" magazine, a 
place where he did not belong by principle, by ideals. 
by habits of life. He became defensive and therefore 
obstreperous. He hated that job and he hated the kind 
of people he had to meet. He originally thought that 
he might have been able to use this magazine to for­ 
ward the anti-Communist cause. He failed, of course 
and eventually was reduced to the ugliness of testifying 
against himself, of humiliating himself in public. 
Howard Rushmore was a sad. mountain 
morose, looking for something lie never could find. 
might have been a poet: he might have been a prophet. 
He ended up a neurotic, frightened man for whom life 
had come to mean nothing. As a friend said- 
had not the will to live.”

Frankie Costello And Taxes 


A new police-state method of 
using income taxes to pry into the 
lives of prospective jury members 
has New York attorneys up in 
arms. 
Income 
taxes 
are 
supposed 
lo be sacred and private. It is 
a penitentiary offense for any 
tax official to leak information 
regarding tax returns 
Up until 
the time of Senator McCarthy's 
investigations this also applied 
to other government agencies. 
However, when Frank Costel­ 
lo, onetime king ot the gambling 
world, came up for trial for in­ 
come-tax evasion in New- York. 
his attorney, alert Edward Ben­ 
nett Williams, suspected that the 
gi vernment had been probing in­ 
to the tax records of jurors. He 
f.yked some blunt questions, and 
U.S 
District Judge Francis X. 
McGohey ruled that he could get 
the answers —- despite strenuous 
objections by government attor­ 
ney*. 
Williams found that the Jus­ 
tice Department had asked the 
Treasury for the tax returns of 
200 prospective federal jurors and 
examined them to sec whether 
they were favorable to the gov­ 
ernment. whether they had high 
or low incomes, etc. On the basis 
of these returns, government at­ 
torneys 
classified 
prospective 
jurors and managed to select for 
the jury eight favorable to the 
government. The jury convicted 
Costello 
Costello is now appealing on 
three grounds 
I. that his wires 
were tapped for three years; 
2 that the jury had its income 
taxes looked into by the govern­ 
ment: 3. that a mail cover was 
placed on his mail for the pur­ 
pose of interviewing anyone who 
wrote him a letter. 


The New York Bar Association 
has now filed a brief supporting 
Costello in his appeal. New York 
lawyers point out that if a jury 
is under income-tax scrutiny it ii 
likely to feel intimidated and vote 
with the government for a con*, 
viction. 
*” 


Note—This writer was probably 
the first newspaperman to expose 
some of Frankie Costello's opera­ 
tions back in 1945. Since then 
Costello has been convicted ort 
several counts. However. I for 
one do not believe he should be 
convicted with police-state meth­ 
ods.
